P. Seymour, of No. 15 Canal street, New 
York, to "His Majesty, Louis Napoleon, Em- 
peror," has nothing so funny as tho superscrip- 
tion ; bnt we have no gpaoa to refer to this 
idle talk about Masonry while the rich fields 
opaned up by Slidell, Mason, Benjamin, Gene- 
ral Webb and the Count Joannes are waiting 
for us. The latter are the great masters of the 
epistolary jumping jack business, and they 
demand our exclusive attention. 


SL'dell always was a wonderful sort of 8 


person, and his habit of constantly referring to 
himself aa "the undersigned" reminds us of a 
most modest gentleman who always spoks of 
his achievements as if they were the achieve- 
ments of somebody else. But Slidall did not 
let the Emperor off so easily, but tortured 
that venerable potentate as "ths illustrious 
historian of Csesar" and bored him with a 
"very superior map on a largo soala of Virgi- 
nia" because His Imperial Majesty had con- 
fessed to not having a "good map of the seat of 
war." 
John was tooas'ute, however, for even

Mr. Hiram Fuller, not unknown in New York, 
wanted pap for his London journal, the Cosmo- 
politan, to "keep it from falling into the hands 
of the Orleani3ts;" anil Mr. George W. Searle, 
of Boston, 
desired His Majesty to read 


hia editorial article in tho Post of December 
16, 1SG3—for what purpose ia not stated. And 
th^n Woodhull & Cluu'm, two ladies who ap- 
pear to have had sinister designs upon His 
Imperial Highness, sent him a few copies of 
"our 
Weekly," hoping ha "would ba good 


enough to read and judge tliam." They inform 
the Emperor that they aro "making a great 
step forward" and "would like to secure uni- 
versal approbation." There can bo no doubt 
whatever that tha Binporor did read and judge 
the great journal of woman's enfranchisement, 
and it ia more than probable that it w:ia ths 
fear of Mr. Stephen. Pearl Andrews' Punlarcay 
winch drove him into the war with Pnt«sia. It 
ivill be observed that tho Woodhull &. C^.iflin let- 
ter was dated June 1C, 1870, and ns it was re- 
ceived only u few days before hostilities began 
the war can only be attributed to a natural do- 
fire on the part of Napoleon to forestall An- 
drews as I'antariib. of the Univoi-tie. 
In case 


of success he would have provided for Vic, 
and Tennic aa he provided for Alias Montijo 
when he became Emperor of the French. 


This aristocratic as well as luelitoiary cl^.sa is 


represented, nnd, we add, well represonlcd, by 
Mr. George Jones. 
Ho calls himself Count 


JoanneH, 7t( Jones, while tbe Emperor caUs 
him tho "Count Jones." Jont>3 ia a great 
friend of tha Kmp^ror, and he is also ono of 
tho huiuoroii3 ontside correspondents of (ho 
I!ERA.I.I>, treating great subjects as only ho 
can treat them. 
When Napoleon left New 


York Jones walked several miUvs out of the 
city with him. 
For thfo and his "chivalrio" 


defence of Lord Byron Jones wanted the Cross 
of the Lettion of Ho.ior. 
Tiio Emperor 


rcmem'jcrfld the walk, but he failed to make 
George a Ribbonman, and wo believe Mr. 
Jones has not yet bocn deemed "worthy to bo 
nominated with that Legion where honor lives 
founded upon merit." 


Nupoleon had many American admirers, 


but Jones and the Rov. John S. C. Abbott are 
the greatest of all of them. These would do 
honor to nny throna, and wo are glad that 
Alphabet Abbott's letter is not wanting in this 
collection. It is a gem in its way, and 
deserves as big and uno a frame as 'Arry Sey- 
monr's certificate of Napoleon's honorary mem- 
bership of the Sovereign Sanction. 


The Texas business is a delightful picture 


from history. And Benjamin's and Lnbbock's 
and OldbanVi cotreipoudoace ia regard to it 


is so ingenious <md so clever that we sll owe 


polp"1 a debt of gratitude for preserving it. 


But tbe whole collection IB rich and rare. 
It 


was very silly in the Emperor to preserve all 
this trash; but he evidently did it for the 
amusement of depressed mankind after bis 
dynasty had failed. Through liis cars a soore 
of epistolary jumping jacks havo bean abl» to 
spring from the imperial jackbox, and will 
to-day b» the surprise and delight of thou- 
sands of innooeat children and frivolous men.

Thus it will be seen thit the population of 


the British islands proper in 1871 is not much 
in excess of tho population of the United 
States in 18GO, a?.d is about eight millions 
behind our population of 1870. Our increase, 
then, in our last decade, in spite of "the war," 
has beea about eight millions, while that of 
the Biitish islands has been only gome two 
millions or thereabouts. 
Immigration, to a 


great extent, will explain our gains, and emi- 
cration the comparative losses of Great Britain. 
From those two prolific little islands in the 
North Atlantic, mere specks opon the map of 
world, the streams of emigration which, for 
two hundred and fiTty yeara, have been goin? out 
and peopling and building up the waste plaoos 
of the earth, have, during the hast dscade, 
rather increased than diminished ia all direc- 
tions, to the United States, the New Dominion, 
Ausfralia, New Zealand, South Africa, tha 
West Indies, the East Indies, &a., &o. Mainly 
from emigration, and chiefly to the United 
States during the last fifty years, the popula- 
tion of Ireland, which was eight millions, has 
been reduced to less than five millions and a 
half. 
The whole of tna total increase of tbe 


population of the British islands for the last 
decade from this census of 1871 we find is in 
England, aud one-half of it belongs to the city 
of London. 
The population of London, the 


the greatest on tlio globs, in 1881 was, in 
rouad numbers, two millions eight hundred 
thousand; in 187], within the police circle, it 
ia three millions eight hundred and eighty 
thousand. 


The general increase of the population of 


England is due to her commercial and manu- 
facturing centres. 
Her great cities have 


mostly grown and are growing rapidly, while 
her agricultural population ia comparatively 
declining. Her rich landholders are becoming 
richer, and her poor landwjrksrs are becom- 
ing poorer, wMlo panperism in her great 
cities is increasing with thoir population to a 
fearful extent, and especially in London, with 
all its wonderful prosperity. 
A New York 


city Directory or Corporation Miaual, without 
going farther, will explain what haa become 
of the natural iocrease for several decade." of 
the population of Ireland. The causes of this 
transplantation wo need not here reproduce. 


But the most roraarkuble feature in (he cen- 


sus returaa above givwu is the exc«ss of 
females over males ia alt tho British islands, 
from Great Britain to tha litila Isle of Slun. 
Emigration will explain this excess of females, 
although wo had supposed that the emigration 
of females, from. Ireland at least, bad for many 
years been eqnial. or nearly equal, to that of 
the males. Tho excess of miles in the thirty- 
one millions of population of the United States 
in 1860 was 730,000, wuile in the twenty-nine 
millions of population of tho United Kingdom 
in 1861 the excess of females over males was 
877,000—an excess which is but little dimin- 
ished in 1871. The figures upon which, we 
are speaking indicate a condition of things In 
the British islands calling earnestly for some 
system of emigration which will give the 
women concerned something lika an equal 
chance in the matter of that greatest and most 
important of all the rights of woman, her right 
to a husband. The general subject of this 
British census is, in other respectc, very Inter- 
esting, and wo shall refer to it again.
